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GONE HOME 

Polk Uffoon, Lawyer, Ex-Con- 
grtssman and Ex-Confed- 
erate Soldier 

DIES SUDDENLY MONDAY MORNING. 

Col. Polk Laffoon, one of the 
best known men in this part of 
the state, was summoued to his 
long home Monday morning 
about five o'clock. Mr. Laffoon 
had been in ill health for some 
time past but bis condition was 
not thought to be serious and 
his family and friends were not 
alarmed about him. He went 
to bed Sunday evening without 
complaining and early Monday 
morning called to his servant to 
feed the chickens. The servant 
left Mr. LafToon sitting on the 
side of the bed apparently in as 
good health as usual. When he 
returned, however, Mr. Laffoon 
was lying across the bed and 
when the neero spoke to him he 
did not answer. This alarmed 
the man and he at once tried to 
arouse his master but without 
success. The household was at 
once aroused and assistance sent 
for but it was too late, the old 



Mr. Laffoon had been a resi- 
dent of Hopkins county all his 
life. He was born here on Oct. 
24, 1844, and was consequently 
62 years old. Wheu a young 
man he joined the Confederate 
army and was made Lieutenant 
of Co. I, 10th Ky. Infantry, un- 
der Col. Adam Johnson, who 
commanded one of Morgan's 
brigades. He served through 
the war and was discharged at 
the close with an unsullied repu- 
tation and an enviable record. 

After the war closed he began 
the practice of law and continued 
in the same until his death. In 
1872 he was elected county at- 
torney of Hopkins county with- 
out opposition. In 1884 he won 
the fight of his life when he de- 
feated the Hon. James F. Clay 
for congress. 

During this primary Mr. Laf- 
foyn made one of the most 
thorough canvasses ever made 
in the Second district. His work 
in congress was remarkable. He 
introduced and had passed many 
measures that now remain on 
the statute books. 

He was a power on the stump 
and took part in many cam- 
paigns in this sections of the 
state. He was unflinching dem- 
ocrat and was at the command 
of his party at all times. 

In 1872 he was married to 
Miss Hattie Parker and to their 
union four childred were born, 
three of whom survive. They 
ure Mrs. Lena Crenshaw, of this 
city, Mrs. Watt Nisbet, of Mad- 
iaonville, and Polk Laffoon, Jr., 
of Frankfort. 

Mrs. Laffoon died about fifteen 
years ago aud since that time he 
has made his home with his 
children. 

The funeral took place Tues- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock from 
the residence of Watt Nisbet, 
and the burial was at Odd Fel- 
lows' Cemetery. He was buried 
under the auspices of the Mason- 
ic Lodge and his ex-Confederate 
comrades. 

Well Known Citizen Dead. 

David Viucent, aged 59 years, 
died at the home of hiB daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Wm. Deberry, Thurs- 
day of last week after a linger- 
ing illness of typhoid fever. Six 
children survive, among whom 
are the daughter mentioned and 
Mrs. Claud Borders, of this city. 
Interment took place at Earling- 
ton cemetery Friday by the side 
of his wife who proceeded him 
to the grave a few months over 
a year ago.

Green had fined Dr. Purdy, 
and the latter swore revenge. 
They met for the first time Fri- 
day afternoon, and Dr. Purdy 
struck Judge Green's nose. 

The latter swore out a war- 
rant, and Marshal McCollum un- 
dertook to serve it in front of 
the hotel. Dr. Purdy is alleged 
to have made' a threatening 
gesture, when the Marshal fired. 
Dr. Purdy lingered until this 
evening. He was fifty-three 
years old and had a family.

GLASGOW RAILROAD 

Kentucky Town Built Line, Ran 
it Thirty Years and Lost 
$250,000. 

THEN GAVE IT AWAY TO 

GET RIO OE A COJTLY BUROEN. 

Glasgow, Ky., Oct. 20 —If 
William Randolp Hearst or W 
J. Bryan with their ideas of 
public ownership could only see 
the absolute failure of the ex- 
periment entered upon by this 
town and county, which bought 
a railroad and after a JJ0 year 
trial actually gave the property 
away to keep from operating it, 
they might conclude that the 
way of public ownership was 
not the practical .success that the 
theorists have planned. 

This city once paid more than 
$250,000 for a railroad line, 
operated it for many years, and 
then by a vote of 050 against 82 
authorized the sale of the road 
to any one who would take it off 
the city's hands and would pay 
the small remaining debt. 

In the early sixties, when the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad 
was built southward and passed 
within ten miles of the town, 
the citizens determined to con- 
struct a branch road, connecting 
Glasgow with the main line. The 
town and precinct voted almost 
unanimously toissue bonds for 
the payment of the cost of con- 
struction. The interest on these 
bonds were to be paid by a year 
ly tax ou all property, but the 
bonds themselves were to be 
paid by the profits of tho rail- 
road. 

It Looked flood. 
It looked good aqd when the 
first train steamed into Glasgow 
there was great rejoicing. 

Then the yearly grind of taxes 
began. Year after year the 
axes continued. Stn.ngers coni- 
ng into the town to locate in. 
[uired of the tax rates. When 
;hey found these rates to 
be so high they "backed out,,' 
d the railroad tux hung as a 
llstoue around the neck of the

dollars less than expected, and

n. It was expected that with- 
1 few years ihe profits would 
pay these and the road would be 
free of debt. 

ut for thirty years these 
taxes continued, until more than 
$250,000 had been paid, and still 
the debt amounted to more than 
half the original amount. The 
citizens saw that the tax load 
was preventing the development 
of the town, and was draining 
them of thousands of dollars 
every year. 

The directors of the road- were 
elective aud representative citi- 
zens were always chosen to the 
office. These directors served 
without pay, but the positions 
ried with them, annual passes 
the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, and the tight at the 
polls degenerated into a squab- 
ble for railroad- passes, without I 
regard to the care of the public 
railroad. 

But the citizens finally tired 
of the everlasting railroad taxes 
and the annual fight for the 
M, and they determined to 
sell the road. Just how sick they 
were of public ownership is 
shown by the vote cast in favor 
of the sale, when it came to a' 
test. There were 1,082 votes 
cast at the election, and of these 
950 were to sell the road. 

When the railroad waB finally 
sold and the proceeds divided 



among tbe citizens in proportion 
to the amount of railroad taxes 
paid by them, it was found that 
just 8 per cent of the money 
paid out by them was refunded. 
The other 92 per cent had been 
lost in the deal, aud Glasgow 
does not want any more public 
ownership of anythiug. 

After the railroad passed into 
the hands of private parties the 
roadbed wan improved, rolling 
stock repaired, train service 
more frequent, freight and pas 
senger rates equalized without 
being increased, aud the rail- 
road is paying its present owners 
first-class returns on the invest 
ment, 

And the town, free from the 
heavy drain of its publicly 
owned railroad, has taken on 
new life. 

THE LAW UNCONSTITIONAL. 

Judje Evans Holds Federal Statute as to 
Discrimination Against Unions Void. 



I.musville, Kv., Oct. 23.— In 
the United States District Court 
today Judge Walter Evans, in 
the case of the United States vs. 
J. M. Scott, a train dispatcher of 
the Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road, on trial for alleged viola 
tion of the Erdman act, which 
seeks to prevent interstate car 
riers from keeping their em 
ployes out of labor unions, held 
that Sectiou 10 of the act is void, 
because it is not a regulation of 
commerce within the meaning 
of the commerce clause of the 
Constitution, and, therefore, be- 
yond the po ver of Congress to 
enact. The court sustained the 
demurrer to the indictment 
agaiist Scott, and discharged 
him from custody. The suit was 
brought in the lower court on in- 
structions from the Attorney 
General of the United States and 
an appeal taken. Scott had dis 
charged an operator in the em- 
ploy, of the Louisville & Nasb- 
ville Railroad, and the Rail- 
road Telegraphers Union took 
the matter to the courts.

Pruitt 
had his left ankle broken and 
Hopkins was badly scratched on 
his face, ueck aud hands. 

Medical attention was given 
them at Mortons Gap and they 
were taken to Madisonville Fri 
day evgniug on the interurban. 
Mr. Pruitt was able to go_ to his 
home in Evansville Friday night, 
Mr. Hopkins remained in Mad- 
isonville a few days.

CONGRESSMAN 

JJJANSDELL 

Of Louisiana, Wants More Money 
for Waterways. 

MEANS MUCH FOR OLD KENTUCKY- 

Washington, Oct. 21.— Thru 
the work of Congressman Joseph 
E. Ransdell of Louisiana, and 
other Western Representatives, 
the question of greater ap- 
propriations for waterways im- 
provement is creating much en- 
thusiasm in the Middle West. 
This enthusiasm will mean much 
for Kentucky and Tennessee, and 
in fact for the entire South, for 
with the development of the 
Ohio, Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers the commerce of all states 
that lie near those streams will 
be given a marvellous impetus. 
The announcement was made in 
the capital this week that Kan- 
sas City business men have per- 
fected plans for a line of packetB 
to run between that city and St. 
Louis, one vessel already having 
been received and two others 
being on the way. It is be- 
lieved here that the Kansas 
City fleet is merely the forerun- 
ner of great river squadrons that 
will soon ply the waters of the 
big streams. Congressman Rans 
dell is pointing out that freight 
can be carried by water at one- 
sixth the cost by rail. He is 
urging the audiences he and his 
colleagues are addressing, to 
exert their influence toward hav- 
ing Congress increase the pres- 
ent annual appropriation of leas 
than $19,000,000 for waterway 
improvements to $50,000,000. 
There is reason to believe, ac- 
cording to -Indents of alfairs 
here, that Congress cannot long 
withstand a combined pressure 
for this great national work, if 
it is exerted steadily and per 
sistently from the Middle West 
and South 

Another evidence of China's 
gradual emancipation from the 
chains of aucient custom and 
superstition that have bound her 
so long, is found in the fact that 
Sir Oheutung Liang Cheng, the 
Chinese Minister, will retain his 
post in spite of the fact, that his 
mother is dead. Chinese custom 
dictates that the period of 
mourning must be three years, 
but an imperial decree has just 
been received which permits Sir 
Liang-Cheng to curtail the term 
to 100 dayB. For that period the 
Minister will not be seen soeial- 
ly or diplomatically, and his 
work will be carried on by sub- 
ordinates. Hitherto Chinese of- 
ficials to this country who suf- 
fered losses of parents while in 
office, were compelled to resign 
nd return home. 



Munity in the navy! Munity 
too, against the orders of the 
President, who is Commander 
in Chief ! This is the state of 
affairs that is amusing all Wash 
ngton. Evidence of direct dis- 
obedience of orders was found 
this week when the "Proceed- 
ings of the Naval Institute," a 
quarterly published by officers 
in the United States Navy, came 
from the Government Printing 
Office. Through page and page 
investigators went, breathlessly, 
and everywhere were evidences 
that the "Ruzyelt sistem" of 
spelling had been systematically 
ignored. Orders were issued to 
the Printiug Office some time 
ago by President Roosevelt to 
make certain changes in a list of 
500 words. The naval men balk- 
ed at the reforms and in balking 
defied the Commander-in-Chief. 
Whether the mutineers are to 
awing at the end of a yard-arm. 
be reprimanded or be treated 
with cool silence, is unknown. 
The White House is holding its 
peace.

The Court of Appeals at 
Frankfort, affirmed the judg- 
ment of the Logan Circuit Court 
last week, sentencing Guy Lyons, 
convicted of cri minal assault upon 
Mary Gladder, to be hanged for 
his crime Judge Nunn deliver- 
ed the opinion of the court. Up- 
on the overruling of petitions for 
rehearing in this case and that 
of W. R. Fletcher, another of 
the condemed men, the mandates 
of the Court will go from the 
clerk's office to the Executive 
Department, and the Governor 
will fix a day for the execution 
of both prisoners. 

The death sentence of Jno. 
Sacra, for the same offense, was 
reversed and remanded to the 
lower court for a new trial. Jim 
Lyons, another party indicted 
for the same crime, was given 
twenty years in the penitentiary.

Washington, Oct. 23.— The 
President today issued a proc- 
lamation naming Thursday, No- 
vember 20, as a day of thanks 
giving. 

The text of the proclamation 
is as follows : 
A proclamation : The time o! year 
as come when, In accordance with 
the wise custom of our forefathers, 
it becomes my duty to Bet aside a 
special day or thanksgiving and 
prayer to the Almighty because of 
the blessings we have received and 
of prayer that these blei-slngs may 
be continued. Yet another year of 
wide spread well-being has passed. 
Never before in our hlatory or iu the 
history of any other nation has a 
people enjoyed more aboundiug 
material prosperity than is oura; a 
prosperity so great that it should 
arouse in us no spirit of recklees 
pride, and least of all a spirit of 
heedless disregard of our responsi- 
bilities, but rather a sober sense of 
our many blessings and a resolute 
purpose, under Providence, not to 
forfeit them by any action of our 

Material well-being, indispensa- 
ble though it is, can never be. any 
thing but the foundation of true 
greatness and happiness. If we 
build nothing on this foundation, 
then our national life will be as 
meaningless and empty as a house 
where only the foundation has been 
laid. On our material well-being 
most be built a superstructure of 
individual and national life lived in 
accordance with the laws of tbe 
highest morality, or else our pros- 
perity itself will in the long run turn 
out a curse instead of a blessing. 
We should be both revereutly thank- 
ful fur what we have received and 
earnestly bent on turning it into a 
means of grace and not of destruc- 
tion. 

Accordingly 1 bereby set aparl 
Thursday, the 2ttth day of November 
next, as a day of thanksgiving aud 
supplication, on which the people 
shall meet in their homes 
churches, devoutly acknowledge 
that has been given them and to 
pray that they may in addition 
ceive the power to use these gifts 
aright.

scaffolds, or still uncut, reports 
indicate a poor quality and con- 
siderable loss in weight, 
the Burley District the esti- 
mated yield compared to 1905 is 
90 per cent, while the eatimut* 
of thai housed to October 1 is 
77 per cent of the crop. In the 
Dark Tobacco District, the estl 
mate of yield compared with 
1905. is SO per cent, tod the 
ligures show tint the amount 
housed is 79 per ceut of the crop? 
The yield of corn over the en- 
tire Stale as compared with last 
year is very gratifying, being 
107 per cent, but some of it will 
be of inferior quality on account 
of lack of sunshine. Reports 
indicate that the acreage of 
grouud prepared for wheat com 
pared with 1905 is only 86 per 
ceut. With lavorable weather 
from now on there is time enough 
to increase the sowing of this 
crop materially. 

Fall pastures are the best 
known lor years and all stock is 
in good condition. Very little 
disease is reported among ani- 
mals except in one or two coun 
ties, where there is some com- 
plaiut of Hog Cholera. Males 
are bringing fmicy prices. Sheep 
in good demand. Hogs scarce. 

There is a neneral complaint 
of a dearth of labor and hitch 
wages. In some localities it is 
almost possible to obtain good 
hands at any price.

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Booker Washington in Kentucky 

(Louisville Post.) 
What the South needs, what the 
negro race needs, what Kentuckv 
needs, is more Booker Washingtons 
more men that is who have th< 
courage to tell the truth to the idle, 
the Ignorant and the vicious of their 
own race. In the course of his ad 
dress in Fraukfort Mr. Washington 
said: 

"Another thing education should 
do is to teach the race not oi-.l; 
earn money, but it should teach the 
race how to save its money, ho* 
buy homes and to accumulate a 
bank account. In too large a de- 
gree we have the reputation or being 
a race without forethought of the 



Through education we must teach 
the youth that no race can get upon 
Its feet until it learns the gospel of 
saving. The man who earns 
home, works at his trade aud is a 
taxpayer is not a criminal. In niue 
cases out ot ten the man who dls- 
gracee the community is not the 
man whoowus property, has regular 
employment, has money in the bank 
aud is a taxpayer, but it is the 
loafer. 

Frugality is the need of the negro 
race, as it is the need of every other 
race. A race characteristic of the 
negro is '.hrlftleness. They are the 
prey of the sharps. They do not 
consider the future, but live solely 
in the present. 

Educatiou, not ot the schools sole- 
ly in the present. 

Education, not of the schools sole- 
ly, but of life, will slowly teach the 
negro to provide in the days of hi* 
strength for au idle old Age. 

Industry aud thrift are essential 
to the progress of any race, and idle- 
ness is a curse to any people The 
idle classes become in time the 
vicious classes, and oue was to 
cheek this drift from idleness to 
crime is to compel the able-bodied 
idle man to work. 

He-re in Kentucky the curse of the 
negro is drink and the gambling 
mania. By licensed saloons the 
negro is filled with bad whisky, Aud 
by the crap game, the little lottery 
shops and horse races he is robbed 
of bis earnings. 

The State undertakes to regulate 
saloons. The 8. ate has forbidden 
gambling, but the negro is the victim 
of the violated laws. The responsi- 
bility is not his so much as it is 
ours. The police who tolerate gam- 
bling places are wliiU* and are under 
the ecotrul of white men. The laws 
broken by the crap- shooters and the 
lottery sharksare made by the white 
men, aud the beneficiaries ot all 
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The Munition is aeriooi 
cannot be ctiauged by any 
IcaJ campaign. Progress 
and the greater the body afflicted 
the slower the movement. 

Nevertheless, the tsaahlasj of 
Booker Washington is •ound, and 
there is no safety for the uegru iu 
any other path. "Work or die" is 
the edict, and it Is self-euforciug. 

The condition of the negro is de- 



plorable, though It is not desperate. 
In the future more than In the past 
he must depend on himself. It is 
not with the negro a race question; 
it is a personal question. The race 
may not be exterminated, but idle- 
ness and dissipation and Ignorance 
and crime will {themselves carry a 
largo part of the race to destruction. 

Let the Industrious negro, the 
sober, thrifty, self-controlled negro 
separate himself from black crimi- 
nals as from white criminals. Let 
him build himself a home and close 
its doors to the idle and to the un- 
worthy, and M time men will see 
that all negroes are not alike, and 
they will not visit on the race the 
crimes even of a large part of the 
race. 

The negroes must themselves 
mark the distinction between good 
and evil; between law-abiding men 
and lawless men; between crimi- 
nals and good citizens. When that 
is done the community will accord 
justice to the negro. 

The Pyramid and Ike Vase. 

Those were remarkable figures of 
speech which Edward Everett Hale 
buried in a loug Brooklyn speech 
last week In describing the differ- 
ence In the character of American 
civilization under Republican insti- 
tutions and the civilization of con- 
tinental Europe.

Against 
this middle class power neither aris- 
tocracy of wealth at the top nor the 
ignorance and passion of the brute 
streugth at the bottom can prevail. 
With this great average of moral 
character, material prosperity and 
education at the middle neither tne 
power of plutocracy at the top nor 
the power of demagogy at the bot- 
tom can gain ascendaucv.— Wall 
Street Journal.
